Bright prospects for coming season ,

NEW YORK-tNEAj-Spring is the time 


for hope and birth. And in the 20 major 
league training camps in Florida, California 
ana Arizona, optimism for rookies blooms as 
eagerly as flowers. In many cases, though, 
each has only a day in the sun, then wilts. 


A young outfielder who is tabbed the next 


Mickey Mantle may, in the end, resemble 
the 'Yankee star only in size of bicep. And 
the "future Sandy Koufax" may have noth- 
ing more than a penchant for broadcasting. 


But some, of course, do break through. 


And the guy who was with Lodi or Sioux 
Falls or Jalisco or Burlington last season 
could be Rookie of the Year in 1968. 


Best bet for first-year National League 


honors is Cincinnati Red catcher Johnny 
Bench. The 20-year-old right-handed hitter 
was promoted to the Reds from Buffalo last 
September and took the starting job away 
from Johnny Edwards. If the season were to 
open today, said Red manager Dave Bristol, 
Bench would be behind the plate. 


Bench may have one of the strongest arms 


in the game. At B u f f a l o , where he was 
named Minor League Player of the Year, he 
hit .259 with 23 homers and 68 RBls in $8 
games. For the Reds, he hit only .163 in 26 
games. But optimism about him not only 
pervades the Red organization. 


Dodger coach Preston Gomez, who man- 


aged Bench during the winter season, said: 
"1 like his aggressiveness. He's a real take- 
charge catcher." Gomez predicted. Bench 


would have a 25-30 homer season for Cincin- 
nati. 


The Reds, who led the league for much of 


the early going last year, are hoping to be 
atop the standings at season's end. Bench, 
they believe, may provide the key. 


Another rookie who will play a prominent 


role in his team's future is Atlanta second 
b a s e m a n Felix Millan, The 24-year-old 
Puerto Rican has been up several times with 
the Braves. But he's never stuck. He ap- 
pears solid now. 


Millan finished the I9(>7 season at .second 


for the Braves, and manager Lum Harris is 
counting on Millan's glove and speed. Harris 
managed Millan at Richmond in 1967. Millan 
had a superior season, batting .310. 


Philadelphia rookie shortstop Don Mooney 


will have two obstacles to combat. One is 
headline punsters. The other is Bobby Wine, 
the league's top defensive shortstop last 
year. Money was obtained from the Pirates 
in the trade for Ji.m Bunning. Mooney, only 
20 years old, hit .310 for Raleigh. He is one of 
the brightest prospects around. 


The New York Mets need every scrap oi 


talent they can unearth. They may have 
found a couple of rough diamonds in pitcher 
Jerry Koosman and second baseman Ken 
Boswell. Koosman. a left-hander, had only 
an 11-10 record with Jacksonville last sea'- 
son. But his ERA was 2.43 and he struck out 
183 batters in 178 innings to lead the league. 


Boswell, a left-handed batter, has been 


given a "can't miss" rating by several rival 
scouts. He hit .249 for Jacksonville last year.

SAIGON (AP) - Communist 


troops cUngtnff to part of ttoe's 
Citadel for the ISlhday tried to- 
day to drive back attacking U.S. 
Marine* with a new bamg* of 
grenade* anrt srrHl arms fire 
and hit an American tank with a 
rockst. 


Th« heavy enemy return fire 


came after Marine officers saW. 
they bflUcvwl enemy strength In 
the old walled CUwtel had been 
cut down to about 500 men and 
thai they hoptKl to drive them 
out within »18 hours. 


Along the northern frontier, 


no ground action was reported 
at Khe Sanh—the western U.S. 
Marine base where a major ene- 
my assault Is expected-but two 
clashes were reported on the 
east side anrt three enemy tanks 
were sighted. 


This boosted speculation that 


an enemy offensive around Khe 
Sanh would be accompanied by 
simultaneous attacks on other 
allied outposts all along the 
frontier. 
Such a coordinated 


push would hamper quick rein- 
forcement of the 5,000 Marines 
at KhoSanh. 


Field reports from Hue said 


Leathernecks were hurling tear 
gas 
grenades a IK! calling In 


more artillery In efforts to push 
700 yards among rubbl«-*trown 
buildings to tho Citadel's south 
wall, where the Communist Hag 
was reported still flying.

An estimated 2,000 Commu- 
nist troops seized much of the 
city Jan. 31 In the early stages 
of the enemy offensive against 
major South Vletnarnuse towns 
ard cities.

their way to the gates of the Cit- 
adel's palace grounds, which 
the Communists still hold. 


The sighting of the enemy 


tanks was only the second re- 
ported In the war. The North 
Vietnamese used nine Russian- 
designed PT76 light amphibious 
tanks when Ihoy overran the 
Lang Vel Special Forces camp 
five miles west of Khe Sanh 
Feb. 7, Six of those tanks were 
destroyed In the battle for the 
camp ami U.S. fighter-bomber 
pilots reported disabling two 
others the next day. 


U.S. Marines at a forward 


outpost near Con Thien and then 
air observers reported sighting 
three North Vietnamese tanks 
Friday In the demilitarized zone 
north of the Ben Hal River awl 
about four miles north of Con 
Thien, along the eastern part of 
the frontier, The U.S. Command 
said Marine tank and artillery 
crews fired at the enemy tanks 
at long range but the enemy 
withdrew without returning the 
fire. 


Just to the west of Gio Linh, 


the easternmost of the allied 
frontier posts, 
U.S. Marines 


fought eight hours with a Com- 
munist force of unknown size. 
Four Leathernecks were killed 
a.id eight wounded. There was 
no report on enemy casualties.
